Brought 
from Ansaldo by engineer Lucie, their range ws 3,500 meters and they vere 
found to be of poor quality. 


3. In 1949 fugoslavia ordered six drills from the Mark Sullivan firm in the 
United States. Tuo of these had a range of 4,500 meters and the remainder 
hai a 1,500 meter range. 


4. Yusoslavia is presently nesotiating with the firm of Linguistand and Company, 
No, 10 Rue Auber, Paris 9, France, to purchase United States type Failing 
and Longyear drills with a range of about 1,500 meters. Yuposiavia needs 
fifty drilis with a range of 1,500 meters, 


5. lngineer Bora Ivanovic, who was attached to the Soviet oil mission, officially 
sugested that Yugoslavia curchase 360 drilling machines from the Soviet 
Union,
